RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be used 
in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to parlia- 
mentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the Moderator’s rules 
at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s rules, or establish 
new rules, will always take precedence to other business which is already “on the 
floor”. 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining order, these 
procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


¢ The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 





There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. (usu- 
ally the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 





All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 


Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 





If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making an 
amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given time. 
When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, the 
amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then con- 
tinue considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If the 
amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form prior 
to the motion to amend. 


A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 
5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in writ- 
ing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be request- 
ed before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from 
the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a ques- 
tion or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), but if 
you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have to get it 
on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to have a successful and efficient 
meeting.

WARRANT - MINUTES 


The polls were open from 9:00 am to 7:00 pm on Tuesday, March 12, 2002. 
The Moderator, Donald Johnson, opened the polls at 9:00 am. The election offi- 
cials were: Donald Johnson, Moderator, Libby Priebe, Town Clerk, Rochelle 
Brooks, Deputy Town Clerk/Ballot Clerk, Alice Haslett, Ballot Clerk, James 
Brown, Gate Keeper, and Howard Bouve, Assistant Moderator. The Supervisors 
of the Checklist - Daniel Brooks, Albert Godfrey and Merton Sargent - were also 
present. A total of 393 people voted, either in person or by absentee ballot. For 
the purpose of these minutes, the election results follow in Warrant order below. 

On Saturday, March 16, 2002, the Town Meeting was held at the Town Hall. 
The Moderator, Donald Johnson, opened the meeting at 9:00 am, starting out with 
a moment of silence in honor of Carroll Chase, who had been an election worker 
for many years, followed by the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. Mr. Johnson 
introduced all of the election officials to the audience: Donald Johnson, Moderator; 
Libby Priebe, Town Clerk, John Krebs, Eric Bossidy and Barry Keith, Selectmen, 
and Peter Hastings, Town Counsel. Mr. Johnson also pointed out that Howard 
Bouve, Alice Haslett and Rochelle Brooks as election officials were present. 

Mr. Johnson reviewed the rules of procedure and noted that the basic rules 
are printed on Page 2 of the Town Report. Mr. Johnson reviewed the election 
results and announced that the School District Meeting had raised and appropri- 
ated $1,994,000.00 +/-. (The exact amount was not available.)

TREASURER'S REPORT 


Thanks to continued support from Karen Hatch and Ernie Day, we managed 
our town payables and payroll obligations in a timely manner. Professionals such 
as these keep town taxes the lowest in the entire state. However, tax bill delays 
beyond the control of our tax collector Tom Kondrat, decreased our ability to 
maximize our investment income. 

For the first time ever, according to town records, our short-term liquidity 
costs exceeded earnings from permitted investments. This event had several con- 
tributing factors. First, our borrowing rate is fixed by mid March, however our 
allowable investment income rates continued to slide precipitously throughout 
the year. With our Tax Anticipation Notes carrying a fixed rate of 2.35%, the low- 
est in 40 years, our final quarter earned income rate was just 1%. Even with this 
rate inversion, we would have earned at least $631 in excess of our note costs, if 
SAU 13 had provided required school rate information in a timely manner. 
Because tax bills are mailed in October, the later tax mailing caused the town to 
carry its TAN balance, which is always at its highest level in the fourth quarter, 
for an extra 41 days. Since 95% of Freedom’s taxpayers remit their payments to 
the Tax Collector within a few days of their traditional October delivery, the town 
generally has sufficient funds to pay-off most of its borrowings after only a few 
days of reaching a borrowing high point. Unfortunately, this years unusually late 
mailing cost us $2,974 when last year, with our standard October mailing, we 
were able to earn $13,900 of net interest carry in a similar declining investment 
rate environment. 

Thanks to diligent Freedom Taxpayers, who continued their historically high 
early payment habits, we were able to offset, as best we could, this unusual cash 
management situation. Hopefully, 2003 will allow us to once again substantially 
offset town liquidity costs.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN REPORT 


It’s difficult to believe that six years have past since I was first elected select- 
man. In these six years, significant change has occurred; legal challenges to land 
use decisions and property assessments that were once rare are now common- 
place, our tax rate which I thought would never equal or exceed $10.00 now far 
exceeds that level, and Freedom remains a “wealthy” town in the eyes of the 
State, forcing us to send $474,235.00 to Concord as a donation to poor commu- 
nities across the State, unfairly increasing local taxes to levels that some resi- 
dents are having difficulty paying. While our new Governor has expressed oppo- 
sition to the current Statewide Property Tax, I am less than confident that the tax 
will be abandoned altogether. 

In an effort to continue our fight against Statewide Property Tax, the Board 
remains involved and supportive of the Coalition Communities, an organization 
of donor communities seeking to overturn, legally and legislatively, this unjust 
system of taxation. 

Notwithstanding the unfavorable effect of the Statewide Property Tax on 
Freedom, the Board of Selectmen have continued our efforts to maintain a very 
conservative, fiscally responsible budget that provides: sufficient funding to main- 
tain our local roads, adequate police coverage to ensure that Freedom remains. a 
safe community, a well trained and appropriately equipped volunteer fire depart- 
ment, and a clean, well managed transfer station for use by all Freedom residents. 
I believe that our approach to town management has paid off, as the Town budget 
has remained relatively static in the past five years. Our proposed 2003 budget 
enforces this trend, as the total budget; including all proposed warrant articles will 
result in a reduction from 2002 levels. Given the fact that many of our operational 
costs such as fuel, solid waste transport and disposal, and electricity increase 
beyond our control, the Board’s job has become increasingly difficult. 

To this end, the Board continues to examine new approaches to providing 
better services more efficiently. In 2002, after the retirement of Transfer Station | 
Attendant, Harold Libby, Sr. the Board consolidated the Town Building 
Maintenance and Transfer Station Attendant positions into one position, now 
filled by Justin Brooks. We are very pleased with Justin’s ability to manage the 
Transfer Station while being readily available to address routine and emergency 
maintenance issues at the Town Hall and Town Office buildings. 

Lastly, and perhaps most importantly, we need your help. Freedom is such 
a special and affordable community because of the many volunteer efforts made 
by our residents, but we continue to need people willing to serve both elected and 
appointed positions, in addition to volunteers on various committees. If you 
have the time and want to maintain Freedom’s rich history of volunteerism, 
please express your interest to the Board of Selectmen, or any other Board in 
Town. Thank you for all your support of the Board this past year; we are elect- 
ed to serve you, and we hope that you are satisfied with our performance.

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FREEDOM PUBLIC LIBRARY’S 
REPORT 


The finishing touches to our new library have been completed - air condi- 
tioning, landscaping, paving of the parking lot, some new tables, chairs, and a 
handicapped accessible bathroom that is fully functional. The building project 
is done. 

Automation of the library’s approximately 12,000-15,000 volume collection 
has begun. We are using Athena software and must painstakingly transfer infor- 
mation from the card catalogue to the computer. Once that job is complete, it will 
facilitate everyone’s use of the library. 

Our extended hours for library use - 22 hours a week - mean that more 
patrons use the library and more books, magazines, videos and audios are circu- 
lated. During the fall and winter, we can expect to see about 350 patrons a month; 
whereas in May and June, we saw numbers in the 400’s, almost 600 in July and 
over 700 in August. 

The Friends of the Library, now headed by Sharon Meyer, sponsored many 
fundraising activities, including an English Tea at the Bed and Breakfast, and the 
popular book and bake sale during Old Home Week. They put on programs last 
summer of Puppets Around the World and a Books Alive Presentation. They pur- 
chased tickets that were available to anyone for admission the Squam Lake 
Science Center. Christopher Bing and Laurie Morrow were invited to the library 
to discuss and present their latest books. 

The Summer Reading Program was a huge success and children who read 
10 or more books were treated to a Bobby Sue Ice Cream Cone. Theresa Becket 
entertained the children every week for a story hour. 

Monthly book club meetings were held at the library and other groups, such 
as the Trout Pond Association and the History Group, made use of our space. 
People enjoy the planting, the shrubbery and the benches outside and the ample 
parking spaces as well. 

The computer room has three working computers with internet access. Two 
are available for the public. Two other computers have been installed and will be 
used for searching the collection and checking out materials when we are fully 
automated. We have offered computer classes for beginners taught by Bob 
Bossdorf. Additionally we received a grant of $7,800. from the Bill and Melinda 
Gates Foundation. This will enable us to purchase two complete systems, includ- 
ing printers, training and installation. These systems will be on line in 2003. One 
will be installed in our staff workroom on the lower level. 

An oral history project was started. Some Freedom residents have been 
interviewed and recorded on tape, so that we will have a record of their voices 
and recollections of Freedom “long ago”. The tapes are being transcribed so the 
public can learn from the past, too, by reading as well as listening. 

Eleanor Thurston, Head Librarian, has been ordering books on tape as well 
as new books on a regular basis. Pat Parker, Assistant Librarian, has been work- 
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ing over 10 hours weekly and has focused the majority of her time on automa- 
tion. We have a full complement of volunteers who shelve and check out books, 
catalog and perform a variety of tasks under the direction of the librarian. 

The library is a busy, friendly meeting place in town.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN & 
STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate and coordinate to reduce the 
risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local 
Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before 
doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory for all outside burning 
unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and surrounding areas) is 
completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law 
and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail, plus suppression cost. 

A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential trash burning 
(RSA 125-N). Contact New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services 
at (800) 498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. 

Help us to protect you and our forest resources. Most New Hampshire wild- 
fires are human caused. Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintain- 
ing adequate green space around the house and make sure that the house number 
is correct and visible.

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AMBULANCE ACTIVITIES REPORT 
MEDSTAR EMS, INC. 


This year, for the first time, you will notice a substantial increase in our request 
for funding. We are sorry that this is necessary. However, it is the result of numer- 
ous factors which are beyond our control. First and foremost it must be understood 
that our subsidy is to guarantee that an ambulance is available to you and second- 
ly to make up for payment losses from uninsured resident calls. In 2002 your com- 
munity paid us $10,500.00 for ambulance services. However, we had a total of 
$15,247.00 in write offs alone. Based on these figures, not only are we not receiv- 
ing compensation to guarantee coverage, we lost nearly $5,000.00 to bad debt. You 
must also remember that our contract is such that we are not allowed to collect any 
out of pocket payments from Freedom residents. Therefore, we have no choice but 
to accept certain claims as write offs. In addition we have also been faced with 
increased costs in fuels, supplies, and a major, 25% jump in our multi peril insur- 
ance. I would remind you that we provide five ambulances and six on duty EMT’s 
twenty four hours a day, three hundred and sixty five days a year. We pride our- 
selves in providing the highest level of emergency health care possible. That is, and 
will remain our primary concern. However, the reality is we need to cover our 
expenses and we have no choice but to seek this increase. 

2002 again proved to be a very busy year, as we made 1625 emergency 
responses. 186 of these calls were in your community, with the following break 
down.

The Freedom Police are currently available 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. 
The Freedom Police currently have 2 full-time officers. Each officer covers 5 - 
eight hours shifts per week plus being available for an additional 28 hours a week 
for emergency call-out. Part-time officers are a vital resource to the department. 
They enable us to provide the coverage we have. The addition of the part-time 
secretary has been highly beneficial to the department. This position enables offi- 
cers to maintain more time on patrol. 

The Freedom Police Department is a community police oriented department. 
Officers are encouraged to interact with the public whenever possible, whether 
patrolling in the cruiser or on one of the department mountain bikes. I would like 
to invite you to pick up a “Freedom Police Department Brochure”, available in 
the lobby at the town office, the police department or at the town hall on town 
meeting day. Within the brochure you will find a detailed introduction to the 
departments employees, operating procedures and some of the answers to fre- 
quently asked questions. 

I would like to acknowledge the professional working relationship between 
the Selectmen's Office and the Freedom Police Department. The Selectmen’s 
office has done an excellent job in supporting the department as well as the 
town’s needs. I would like to thank Karen Hatch for all of her assistance in help- 
ing me with the smooth running of the department this year. 

In the year 2002 we have responded to more serious types of calls than in the 
past. The calls range from routine traffic calls, responding to elderly welfare checks, 
apprehending a suspect during a burglary to even chasing bank robbers. Along with 
a variety of numerous calls for service reflected in the enclosed statistics.

For these Departments, the 2002 calendar year was a very busy one. 

The Building Inspector’s Office issued 224 Building Permits (including per- 
mits for 40 new homes), along with 107 Electric & Plumbing Permits. Income 
to the Town from these permits and fees totaled $49,646.00. 

The Zoning Officer and the Selectmen’s Office received a number of com- 
plaints having to do with the Zoning Codes violations and land use issues. The 
Code Enforcement Officer, in conjunction with the New Hampshire Department 
of Environmental Services as required, was able to resolve all issues. Fines from 
zoning and other violations totaled $6,795.00.
